Nottingham is built on a platform of sandstone which has been 


excavated into passage ind iulted chambers from very early time 
The excavation vhich riddle Castle Kock have their counterpart in 
many corners of the old tows ome of the uses to which they were put 


will be mentioned later Any « x ploration of the Castle Rock passage i 
enhanced in romantic appeal by a knowledge of those usages, and by 
realising that several of the city’s modern buildings, notably the Council 
House and the Guildhall, straddle extensive rock cellars of uncertain age 
In the centre of the city it is always nece ary for builders to drill into the 
indstone foundations to detect the presence of any workings below As
